Applicants respectfully petition to withdraw holding of abandonment in the above- 
captioned application based on failure to receive an office action pursuant to MPEP 
§711 .03(c)(1)(A). Accordingly, no fee is due. 

As stated in the Second Status Inquiry filed on January, 12, 2005, Applicants received a 
telephone message from the Examiner on or about July 12, 2004 asking whether the Applicants 
intended to abandon this application. The Applicants' representative returned the Examiner's 
call on the same day and indicated that the Applicants had no plans to abandon this application. 
The Examiner was advised that an initial Status Inquiry had been filed by the Applicants oh July 
17, 2002 (Exhibit 1), after the application had been pending for approximately fifteen months, 
and that no response was received to that Status Inquiiy. Following the July 12, 2004 
teleconference between Applicants' representative and the Examiner, the Examiner responded 
that an internal problem of some type had been encountered at the Office, and that an office 
action had been prepared but not yet mailed. The Applicants' representative was advised that the 





office action would be located and mailed in due course. When the office action still had not 
been received, the Second Status Inquiry was filed on January 12, 2005 (Exhibit 2). A copy of 
the docketing record for the application is provided as Exhibit 3, which indicates both status 
inquiries and failure of the Patent Office to forward the office action until March 16, 2006. A 
copy of the March 16, 2006 facsimile cover sheet from the Patent Office is provided as Exhibit 4, 
along with copies of the first page of the office action and the Notice of Abandonment that were 
forwarded with the facsimile cover sheet. 

When the Applicants* representative finally received the office action dated November 6, 
2003 (Exhibit 4) via facsimile from the Patent Office on March 16, 2006, the Applicants' 
representative noted that the office action included the incorrect mailing address for the firm. 
This is an error on the part of the Patent Office since the Patent Office had the correct address as 
indicated on the Notification of Acceptance of Application under 35 U.S.C. 371 and 37 CFR 
1.494 or 1.495 mailed on June 5, 2001, which is attached as Exhibit 5. Finally, a copy of the 
Transmittal Letter to the United States Designated Office/Elected Office Concerning a Filing 
Under 35 U.S.C. 371 is provided as Exhibit 6 which indicates on page 2 thereof the correct firm 
address for correspondence. 

In view of the above, Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the holding of 
abandonment in the above-captioned application.
